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The special technical feature of claim 1 relates to "a method of 
analyzing CoQ-10 and its two-electron reduction product wherein CoQ-10 
is extracted with a water-soluble organic solvent in the step of 
extraction", while the special technical feature of claims 17 and 18 
resides in "a system for analyzing CoQ-10 and its two-electron reduction 
product having a liquid-transfer unit, a concentration column, a 
separation column, a reduction column and an electrochemical detector". 
Since there is no technical relationship between these groups of inventions 
involving one or more of the same or corresponding special technical 
features, these groups of inventions are not considered as relating to 
a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive 
concept. 
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
